This  is  my  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  Heaith  of  the 

Urban  District . 

The  chief  features  of  the  year  are; 

(a)  The  increase  in  the  Infantile  death  rate. 

(b)  The  increase  in  the  Respiratory  death  rate  (Non- Tubercular 
cases)  -  from  1*4  per  1,000  to  1*8  per  1,000. 

(c)  The  continued  decrease  in  the  Cancer  death  rate. 

(d)  The  large  number  of  notified  cases  of  measles  (197) 
without  a  single  death. 

(e)  The  increase  in  the  birth  rate.  ' 

(f) -  This  year  the  death  rate  which  is  recorded  is  the  crude 
death  rate  and  not  the  adjusted  death  rate  as  the  Registrar 
General  is  not  this  year  supplying  districts  with  a 
comparability  factor. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  desires  that  the  report  should  be  a 
short  one  on  account  of  the  war,  giving  mainly,  the  statistics.

MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

At  the  \7ombwell  Infant  Clinic,  where  48  sessions  were  held,  4,000 
attendances  have  been  made  by  children,  a  weekly  average  of  83 *3 >  222 
new  babies  have  joined,  212  of  these  being  under  one  year  and  10  over 
that  age.  The  doctor  examined  820  children  during  the  year,  an 
average  of  17*1  per  session. 

At  the  Jump  Infant  Clinic,  where  51  sessions  were  held,  78  new 
babies  have  joined  during  the  year,  75  of  these  being  under  one  year 
and  3  over  that  age,  there  were  1653  attendances,  an  average  of  32*4 
weekly,  and  551  were  examined  by  the  doctor,  the  average  per  session 
being  10*8. 

HOME  HELPS . 

This  system,  although  adopted  by  you  and  proved  to  be  very 
satisfactory,  is  very  little  used. 

ARTIFICIAL  LIGHT  CENTRE  FOR  NON- TUBERCULAR  CHILDREN  UNDER 
SCHOOL  AGE. 

During  1943,  there  were  98  sessions  and  2932  attendances. 
DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNI SATION. 

During  the  year  93  children  have  had  full  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  carried  out.  At  the  close  of  the  year  53*3  per  cent,  of 
the  children  under  5  years  and  78*6  per  cent,  of  the  children  between 
5  and  15  years  had  been  so  immunised. 

INFESTATION  BY  HEAD  LICE. 

Acting  on  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular,  the  three  Health 
Visitors  have  concentrated  on  the  oducation  of  the  mothers  in. the 
cleanliness  and  freedom  from  vermin  of  their  children,  advocating 
regular  weekly  washing  and  daily  brushing  and  combing  of  the  hair.  The 
homes  in  each  Health  Visitor’s  district  have  been  classified  and  the 
Health  Visitors  have  concentrated  on  those  most  in  need  of  attention. 
Regular  examinations  are  also  made  in  school  and  at  the  clinics.

I  beg  to  submit,  a  very  brief  report  of  the  work  oarried  out  in 
the-  department  during -.the  year  ended  1943. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  only  5  of  these  temporary  buildings  occupied  within  1 
the  district.

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  - 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  this  position,  The 
percentage  of  closets  on  the  water  carriage  system  is  98*5. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

«. 

There  are  15  farms  within  the  district  upon  which  milk  is 
produced#  One  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  and  five  Accredited 
Licences  are  in  force. 

93  Visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 

PURVEYORS  OP  MILK. 

**  *  *  , 

There  are  21  purveyors  of  milk  on  the  registers  which  include 

producer  retailers.  -  ^ 

29  samples  of  milk  were -taken  for  bacteriological  examination 

during  the  year.,  20  of  these  samples  satisfied  the  proscribed 
Methylene  Blue  Test  and  9  were  unsatisfactory. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES . 

>*  *. 

There.,  are  10  privately  owned. -.slaughter  houses  but  none  are  in 
use  except  for  occasional  slaughtering. 

POOD  PREMISES^  AND  SHOPS.  ,.  * 

132  visits  were  made  to  premises  and  shops  where  food  is  prepared 
or  stored  for- -sale  and  125  visits  were  made  to  your  markets. 

r 

Small  quantities  of  foodstuffs  submitted  for  examination  were 
dealt  with  according  to  circumstances.  It  consisted  of  69  lbs,  of 
imported  beef,  42  lbs.  of  canned  meat,  79  tins  of  various  foodstuffs, 

10  dozen  eggs,  207  fish  cakes,  66  lbs.  of  onions,  73  lbs.  of  cheese, 

11  lbs.  of  butter,  55  lbs.  of  bacon  and  24  lbs.  of  sausage.  Most  of 
it  was  used  for  stock  feeding. 

NUISANCES. 

Of  498  nuisances  investigated  and  needing  abatement,  424  were 
satisfactorily  dealt  with,  240  informal  notices  were  served  and  206 
were  complied ‘with.  They  consisted  of  minor  housing  repairs, 
defective  drainage,  burst  water  services,  defective  sanitary  fittings, 
etc.  2  statutory  notices  wore  sorved  and  both  were  complied  with. 


SCAVENGING  AND  CLEANSING. 

This  is  carried  out  entirely  by  the  Counoil's  own  staff. 

During  the  year  3072  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  and  all  of  this , 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  loads  to  allotment  holders,  was  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Brampton  and  Jump.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  3°72  loads  weighed  7450  tons.
